ents. 
He had passed Bethany _by 4:40 


p. m., without meeting opposition, hav- 
ing been able to supply from his, troops 
engine drivers, firemen, fitters, moulders, 
smiths, carpenters, etc."

Shanghai has been received at the state 
department. It has not been acted upon, 
but is under serieug consideration. Tlu- 
rablpgram ^ays t'.iat the attitude of the 
empress clov.-agsr toward the reformer" 
will upset the "o;_n door" policy. They 
also said rebellion and anarchy are ex- 
pected, to the detriment of foreign ir- 
tertsts, and advocate prompt concerted 
action on the part of the powers. 


At first reading it is not clear just what 


connection exists between the attitude 
of the Chinese empress dowager toward 
the reform element in China and the 
"open door" policy in ^hich the United 
States, with the remainder of the civil- 
ized world, is interested. It is recalled, 
however, that the empress dowager is 
persecuting with relentless hatred the 
reform party, going so far as to resort to 
the barbarous practice of 
offering a. 


large sum of money for the assassination 
of leading reformers. 


This reform elemehf In China is be- 


lieved to include nearly all of the Chinese 
who are disposed to elevate China into 
a civilized nation, following In the foot- 
steps of Japan. They realize that this 
can only be done with the help of foreign- 
ers, and are therefore disposed to elf- 
vate Ch'lna through the introduction of 
foreicn canital and foreign methods. 


It is assumed that the basis "of this 


representation from the American as- 
sociation is an apprehension that the 
conservative 
party surrounding the 


empress dowager, in satisfying their 
animosity against the reformers, will 
excite the dormant anti-foreign feeling 
among the masses of Chinese to a degree 
that will make the "open door" impos- 
Bible of attainment. 


It is a curious fact that our minister 


to China, Mr. Conger, has BO far made no 
representations to the state department 
touching this success-. He has reported 
that serious attacks have been mad« 
upon the American mission in Sg-antunjt 
by the "Boxers," a powerful and numer- 
ous anti-foreirn league of Chinese. 


Upon the minister's representations, 


the state department has decided that 
an American warship shall be dis- 
patched from the fleet at Manila to the 
nearest convenient port to the seat of 
discord. It is distinctly understood that 
this little naval demonstration will have 
no connection with the struggle now 
going on between the nrnpresa dowager's 
party and the reformers, for this may bo 
regarded as a matter of purely internaj 
politics. It is probable, therefore, that 
this decision on our part indicates the 
character of the response that will b« 
made by the department of state to th« 
cablegram from the American associa- 
tion. 


Secretary Uoltz's Refutation of Salis- 


bury^ Arguments 


State Secretary Reitz's refutation of 


Lord Salisbury's argument in the reply 
to the Bloemfontein joint note was is- 
sued at Pretoria on Wednesday. 
Mr. 


Reltz says: 


"The British government, after 
the 


Bloemfontein conference, endeavored to 
enforce by threats certain changes in the 
Internal government of the Transvaal 
republic, contrary to the London con- 
vention. 
They also imported troops 


in great numbers and brake off negotia- 
tions with a threat to take their cwn 
means to remove the grievances of their 
subjects. 


"After waiting a fortnight, while an 


army corps was prepared and the re- 
serves were bsing called out by the Brit- 
ish, President Steyn asked the reason 
of these proceedings. Sir Alfred Milner 
refused to reply. 


".Meanwhile Mr. Chamberlain. In hi3 


speeches, showed the world that England 
had decided on war. Accordingly, the 


i Transvaal government addressed to the 


British government1 a demand for the 
withdrawal of their troops, as otherwise 
it would accept the presence 
of the 


troops as a declaration of war. • This 
was not necessarily intended as a mes- 
sage of war." 


Concerning the armaments, Mr. Reitz 


says: 
"Th°se were bought openly in 


England and In Europe, and the high 
commissioner boasted full knowledg-e ot 
them at the Bloemfontein conference, 
and also full descriptions of these arma- 
ments were fouiiti-among the officers' 
papers at Dundee. 


"Both the armament and the ulti- 


matum were protective measures, sub- 
sequent Lo the raid and to the discovery, 
through concealed cables, that British 
cabinet ministers were implicated in the 
attempt to filch away the independence 
of the republics. 
Now all doubt is re- 


moved by Lord Salisbury's telegram. 
The burghers must fight' for their na- 
tional existence, trusting that God will 
defend the right." 


The Pretoria correspondent of The 


Daily Mail, telegraphing Wednesday, 
says: 
"Mr. Reitz's statement has been 


published throughout the republic, but 
will not be forwarded to Lord Salisbury. 


j Conversations I have had with the high- 


est state officers show that the republic 
was prepared to grant substantial re- 
forms and concessions, until the receipt 
of Lord Salisbury's telegram. 
As one 


of the highest statesmen 
remarked: 


'Better half an ess than none, but better 
uone than a rotten egg.' " 


Lord Methuen, speaking at Kimberley 


yesterday, said: 
"Although some of the 


enemy's men were guilty of dastardly 
tricks, we must remember that their 
army is not organized with the same dis- 
cipline as our own. I never wish to meet 
a braver general than. Cronje, and never 
serx-ed in a. war where there was less 
vindictive feeling between the two ar- 
mies than in this one."

Possible Necessity of Reparation 


, on Bills Eelating to 


Porto Eico 


Washinston. March 16.—When tho s "'. • 


ate adjourned yesterday Senator All 
son, chairman of the Republican iiiv 
cus, had not exorcised the authori : 
gi\!?;i him to appoint a special caucu 
committee in ronnoction uith the pix> 
pos, d tariff legislation with referent.-, 
to Puorco iUco. 


"U hen appointed, the committee will in- 


eluilt'-repressTitatlves ' of the various 
shades of opinion on the question arising 
out of the Puerto Riciui legislation, and 
its work will be devoted to the attempt 
to harmonize the various opinions. In 
"taking up the appropriation bill yester- 
7day, the Republican senators began the 
.first proceeding on their program. They 
will next address themselves to the ques- 
tion of securing a form of government 
for the island and to the consideration 
of the tariff problem. 
They still look 


upon the latter question aa the most 
complicated and difficult one for their 
disposal, and the proposed committee 
will be expected to deyote Itself to it with 
special assiduity. 


The committee will probably give its 


first attention to top house bill, which 
deals entirely with the question of tariff. 
Whether this bill is to be separated 
from the Senate bill, which Includes gov- 
ernmental features as well as tariff pro- 
visions, remains to be determined. Some 
Republican senators express the opinion 
that the house bill will catch some out- 
^slde votes, such for instance as those 
Of Senator Teller and Senator McEnery, 
which might not be cast for a bill which 
carried the machinery of administration 
with It. 
On the other hand there are 


some Kepublican senators who have so 
far manifested a disposition to oppose 
to the end any proposition for a duty on 
the commerce between the two countries. 


The present disposition seems to be 


to discuss and act upon the two measures 
conjointly, but there has been more or 
less discussion of the possible necessity 
of separation.

Senator Foraker, who will be chairman

"I assert most emphatically that when

Penrose, who has charge of the case of 
Former Senator Quay, suggested that a 
time be fixed for a vote on the case. In 
the courrse of his remarks he intimated 
that certain senators were throwing 
obstacles in the way of a vote and indi- 
cated that Mr. Gallinger was one of those 
senators. 


Mr. Gallinger quietly replied that he 


desired to be heard on the question, but 
had not had an opportunity to speak.

The typical negro tenant arrives at a 


new home in a mnle wagon or ox cart 
with a bundle of rags, a frying pan and 
a covey of children, and he stays with 
a landlord who may have saved him 
from destitution by advancing provi- 
sions and dry goods only so long as the 
caprice of the hour dictates. Landown- 
ers who have sunk into financial ruin 
by mortgaging their property have 
nearly always been dragged into tha 
slough by the effort to help their negroes 
out of it. The crop made by the average 
negro farmer is subject to many contin- 
gencies besides those of the weather. 
He does not hesitate to leave his field at 
the most critical season if pleasure calls 
him. 
"Big meetings" he never can re- 


sist, and these take place during the iiri- 
portant agricultural months of July and 
August, first at one church and then at 
another. 


After the mules have been working 


hard all the week in this busy season 
they are often driven from 10 to 16 
miles on Sundays, carrying wagon loads 
of men, women and children, long 
bright ribbons flying ont from the heads 
of the female members of the family, 
whose hair has been tightly plaited and 
bound with cords during the week in 
order to produce a holiday sensation in 
an ample psyche knot at the back and a 
bushellike roundness in front. 
They 


appear in fancy waists and big sleeves 
and regale themselves and their friends 
with a dinner of fried chicken, cake 
and watermelons after the 
meeting, 


rags being good enough to wear, boecake 
and bacon being good enough to eat, dur- 
ing the week.

France and American Student*. 


The Sorbonne is by no means satisfied 


with simply allowing its students to 
listen to courses of lectures. It therefore 
provides on a large scale a system of 
conferences or cours fermes, which are 
designed to drill the student in special 
problems and questions, as wejl as for 
explaining and developing in detail 
those subjects which the professor can- 
not fully dwell upon in his regular 
course. The instruction here is given 
mostly by assistant professors, but it 
must not be inferred from this title that 
they are tyros in science. In the depart- 
ment of mathematics the teachers at 
the Sorboiine include men who, in addi- 
tion to holding a very high rank among 
the mathematicians of the world, have 
displayed that force 'and elegance in 
treating their subject which has long 
been a feature of French science and 
who have prepared textbooks nneqnaled 
for clearness and precision. 


Herotofore admission to these courses 


has been mostly confined to holders of 
the French baccalanreat, but there is 
Ho regulation absolutely requiring this 
qualification. If any American student 
who has taken bis bachelor's degree 
wishes to enroll himself at tbo Sorbonne 
as a sfcndont, he will experience no dif- 
ficulty except that arising from the in- 
creasing 'numbers who flock thither for 
instruction. At a conference at which 
the writer was present the number at- 
tending wan so great that any individ- 
ual must have felt himself somewhat 
at a disadvantage.—Professor Simon 
Hew.cqinh, in.

HOW YOU SHOULD AND HOW YOU 


3HOULD NOT TREAT THEM. 


Hone's Err From Ignorance, Pain or Fright 


They Mutt Be Convinced That Resist- 
ance IB Useless—Use the Whip Sparlagl] 
and Never Kick tbe Animal. 


Horses are essentially creatures oj 


habit; of gentle, confiding dispositions, 
but excessively nervous; timid, at times 
irritable, and prone to resist etre&nons- 
ly anything that frightens them. If, foi ' 
example, you pnt a rope halter on an 
unbroken colt and tie him to a post, the 
more tho rope onts into his tender skin 
the greater will be bis struggles, whil« 
he will soon yield to a halter that in- 
flicts no pain. 


Through nervous fright horses some- 


times become panic stricken and abso- 
lutely uncontrollable. They suffer alsc 
occasionally from what, for want,of a i 
better name, may be called "nervous 
paralysis," when they seem to be phys- 
ically incapable of motion. This con- 
dition is almost invariably the result oi 
brutal treatment, and tha only reason- 
able explanation of it is that the firsf 
emotion aroused in tbe horse by punish- 
ment is fear; that \vheu he finds thai 
he cnnnot escape ancer and a spirit oi 
resistance are mingled with his fright, 
and that these combined emotions pro- 
dnce this morbid state. 


The horse is quick to take advantage 


of the ignorance or the fear of thos« 
who control him. As compared witL 
the dog, he is somewhat slow of com- 
prehension, but he differs from the dog 
in this also—that he seldom becomes 
"too old to learn new tricks," and hii 
memory is so retentive that he nevei 
forgets what hd has once thoroughlj 
learned. 


It may also be set down as a rule, 


with but few exceptions, that he intends 
to do just right. If he err, it is from 
ignorance, pain or fright, rarely from 
stubbornness or vice. This seems to tie 
generally unknown or at least disre- 
garded, for of all animals the horse is 
the least understood, the most harshlj 
judged and unjustly treated, and for the 
least infraction of discipline he is toe 
often brutally punished. If men wht 
train horses \vonld control their tem- 
pers and endeavor to ascertain the CHUS« 
of the animal's misbehavior, they would 
find that there is of ten a good excuse foi 
his actions. 


The oye is the best index to the ani- 


mal's feelings. The ears are very ex- 
passive, but they do not reveal sc 
plainly the emotions that are dominat- 
ing him as tho eye does. 
Therefore 


study the eye with its varying expres- 
sions, and when yon can read its mean- 
ing you hold the key to one of the chiei 
secrets of successful horse training. 


Tha horse should be convinced thai 


resistance is useless, but do not be im- 
patient or harsh. Remember that snc: 
cess is the reward of unwearied pa- 
tience. If yon fail at first, keep trying 
until you succeed. Do not be discour- 
aged if you do not seem to make much 
progress. Your task may take weeks oi 
even months, bnt if yon persevere you 
Will triumph. 


While it is true that with some horses 


the whip must be occasionally used, it 
should be the very last resort, and re- 
member always that one, or at mos( 
two, cuts and a few eternly spoken 
words are more efficacious than an 
hour's punishment. There is no more 
vicious or false idea than that a horse ii 
benefited by a "sound thrashing." On 
tbe contrary, it is the very worst thing 
you can do, because the horse's recollec- 
tion of the pain and the fright occa- 
sioned by it is more vivid and enduring 
than his remembrance of why it was 
administered, and at your next lesson 
he is nervous and afraid and at the least 
note of anger in yonr voice (for horses 
judge the mood of the trainer by his 
manner and his tone of voice) he may 
become almost uncontrollable in his ef- 
forts to escape the expected flagellation. 


It is a safe rule for any one having a 


hasty temper not to have a whip at 
hand. The temptation to use it may be 
too great. And it ia also, wise not to at- 
tempt to teach him when you are in a 
bad humor, for if he cl^oes not do just 
right yon will probably vent some of it 
on him. 


When whipping is used only as a last 


resort, the necessity for it seldom^arises. 
As the horse makes progress in his edu- 
cation he understands better what is re- 
quired of him and transgresses less fre- 
quently, and nearly always a sound rat- 
ing when he knows that he is misbe- 
having is sufficient. Smetimes when 
this is disregarded a slap with the open 
hand will cause instant obedience. 


There are two forms of punishment, 


or rather brutality, that are inexcusa- 
ble under any circumstances—these are 
striking a horse over the head, no mat- 
ter how light the blow, and kicking 
him—and aside from their inhumanity 
there is great danger of permanently in- 
juring him. Whenever during a lesson 
a colt or young horse becomes heated 
And angry, cease at once, and if yon 
have been impatient and abused him 
keep away from him and do not ap- 
proach him until he has forgotten the 
occurrence. 


Be soothing and gentle in your man- 


ner and yonr tone of voice. Win his 
confidence, and you will never regret it, 
for then in the honr of clanger your 
voice and the touch of your hand reas- 
Eure him, and he will face imminent 
peril if only you are near. 


In conclusion never forget that tbe 


triumph of the trainer's art is in will- 
ing and cheerful obedience from a de- 
sire to please, and because long custom " 
has made it a habit, not because the 
hoj/a fears to disobey through dread of 
punishment.—Our Animal Friends.

Re- 
putable newspapers saw the opportuni- 
ty of making this di&gust the founda- 
tion on which to build a strong- nublic 
sentiment against the police and Tam- 
many prosecuting buieaus, and, aided 
by Dr. Parkhurst's society, Anthony 
CTmstock and other purifying- agencies, 
improved the- opportunity and success- 
fully builded. The district attorney's 
office, the police and the grand jui< 
became active under the nressure of 
public oplnon and gambling dens and 
the resort.- of the immoral of all forms 
were closed with remarkable rapidity. 
And all at once New York experienced 
the truth of Mark Twain's remark: 
"Be good and you'll be lonesome." 


But no end of bitterness and jea- 


lousies resulted. Tammany, it is al- 
leged was deprived of an income of 
over ?3,000,000, extorted for the protec- 
tion ot vice, and Tammanv depart- 
ments and officials fell

themselves attempting to serve two 
masters, Tammany an'l the public.

points, the police for their apathy and 
the district attorney's' office for its 
neffiect of duty. District 
Attorney 


Gardiner, over whom an indictment is 
now hanging, was marked and the 
hf-ad of Chief of Police Devery was 
clamored for. A scapegoat had to be 
found. 
Attention, of course, was di- 


rected to the Tenderloin more than to 
any other section of the city and Po- 
lice Captain Thomas of the Tenderloin 
district appeared to Gardiner and De- 
very as a very handy sacrifice. Thom- 
as had been 
instructed to "clean 


house" and didn't, obey orders, it.was 
claimed, so Gardiner and Devery had 
BO objections to the grand Jury indict- 
ing him. Such a sacrifice might ap- 
pease the clamorous public. But the 
grand Jury, fortunate In. Its Indepen- 
dence and in the great Independence of 
Us toreman, chose to do Its own think- 


ing1 and go about Indicting In Its own 
way. It practically Ignored the dis- 
trict atotrney's office and vave much 
heed to Dr. Parkhurst'a society. 


This enraged Gardiner and he in- 


sisted on being present In the Jury 
room when witnesses were beinr exam- 
ined. The Jury wouldn't have him and 
so there was brought about yesterday 
the sensation reported In last eve- 
ning's Transcript. Gardiner wouldn't 
absent himself and the grand Jury ap- 
pealed to Recorder Gaff with the result 
that Gardiner now finds himself very 
subject to the Jury. 


There was another sensation, Dev- 


ery's move for revenge. There is a 
law aimed at dives which provides that 
musir and refreshments must not so 
together, and Devery proceeded to 
harass the proprietors of all the up- 
town restaurants and hotels that main- 
tained orchestras or even a nerson to 
play a piano. Sherry's and D&lmonico'a 
were included in this crusade. 
For 


this unwarranted attack upon respec- 
table places Devery met with a decid- 
ed rebuff. All the men arrested were 
discharged by the magistrate, who took 
occasion to denouce the proceeding.

At Normal college hall Wednesday 


afternoon E. Seton Thompson ha<3 an 
audience of five or six hundred sclhool 
children, who were not onlv charmed 
by his interesting descriptions of ani- 
mal life, but In their pleasing- behavior 
were such charmins IHtie listeners as 
certainly to be a source- of well merit- 
ed pride to their parents, their teach- 
ers, their frends and the communitv 
at large. 


It was a remarkable spectacle and 


one that could not reasonably be looked 
for—a swarm of children, the majority 
cf them probably of the unceitain and 
>V5neraJ,ly accounted hopelessly irre- 
pressible years of from eight to twelve, 
irrepressible especially when there is 
any fun on deck in public places, just 
let loose from school and after neck- 
and-neck races to the entertainment 
carrying themselves from the moment 
they entered the college building like 
the considerate little ladies and gentle- 
men they so sweetly and strikingly 
proved themselves to be. 


Most of them were there apparently 


without teachers, .parents or other 
chaperones in charge; in fact without 
any visible restraint. 
Though they 


entered 
the rapidly filling hall in 


crowds, and as nearly as possible at 
the same hour, and though all were 
naturally eager to secure good, views 
of the pictures, there was no selfishness 
exhibted and not a particle of undue 
pushing or intruding upon the rights 
of others. 


Professor Murdock in introducing the 


speaker simply reminded the girls and 
boys m a pleasant way of the desira- 
bility of being- g-ocd listeners, and no 
lecturer could possible have wished for 
a more appreciative, genteel and in 
every way charming audience than Mr. 
Thompson had that afternoon. The 
little folks were merry in an almost 
unbrmnded happiness; their applause 
while discriminating-, was hearty, but 
not one discordant word was heard 
and n « rude or boisterous act marred 
the entertainment.

NEW GUNS FOR THE NAVY. 


Six Pounder* That Can Fire Sc-vcnty- 


fi-ve Shots a Minute. 


The navy department at Washington 


has ordered fifty C pound guns for use 
on the new vessels of the navy. These 
guns are automatic and can fire 75 
shells per minute, as demonstrated by 
tests made-this week at Indian Head. 


The highest record heretofore made 


with 6 pounder automatic guns }s 42 
to the miuute. The tests of the new 
gun were regarded as so satisfactory 
that the secretary of the navy ordered 
the 50 guns, and it Is the understand- 
ing that a larger supply will be on 
hand when the new batteries of the 
projected ships demand it. 


Heretofore in the firing of shells from 


guns of this caliber it was necessary 
to pull the trigger every time a shell 
was ejected. According to the descrip- 
tion of the new gun, as soon as a shell 
Is put In the gun closes, fires, recoils 
and returns to battery, the breech 
opens, ejects the empty shell and 
leaves the gun ready for the next shell. 


This process con be repeated so fast 


that a record of 75 to the minute was 
made. 
Navy officials look upon the 


new gun as a fine addition to the equip- 
ment of the minor batteries of war- 
ships and congratulate themselves on 
the fact that it is an American inven- 
tion.

ture of Races. 
Mai Baruth of Butler, Ind., who IB 


traveling in the Philippines, sends the j 
following interesting communication 
to the Chicago Record from the Island , 
of Mindanao and city of Zamboanga: 
I 


" 'Off with his head' is the most fre- 


quent legal Judgment rendered by 
President Mindel, who exercises juris- 
diction throughout the island of Minda- 
nao. He possesses greater power than 
any known ruler of the world, being 
the absolute dictator of the executive, 
Judiciary and military branches of his 
peculiar government. 
He makes his 


own laws after his own ideas, and de- 
capitation is usually the method adopt- 
ed to satisfy outraged Justice. The first 
American troops—a battalion of the 
Twenty-third infantry—landed In Min- 
danao Nov. 29, 1899, and were relieved 
by a full regiment of the Thirty-first 
infantry the following December. It la 
doubtful if any American had ever 
stepped foot on this island prior to that 
time, and they are still regarded as 
novelties by the savage tribes that re- 
side on the island. After the depar- 
ture of the Spanish soldiers the Ameri- 
cans were invited to assume control 
upon the condition that if Aguinaldo 
Bhould be victorious in Luzon they 
were to leave, but should the result 
prove otherwise they were to remain 
Indefinitely. This peculiar and novel 
proposition was made to the command- 
er of the Castine of the mosquito fleet 
which, together with the Manila, was 
maintaining an effective blockade In 
Zamboanga. 
The commander of the 


Castine could not accept the proposi- 
tion and suggested that the arms and 
ammunition of the natives be deliver- 
ed to a convenient point In the Islands 
and that he would send a detachment 
of marines to guard them, after which 
the natives were to assemble In mass 
convention and choose one from among 
their number to serve in the capacity 
of governor of the district. 


"The commander of the Castine was 


a diplomat, and in showing that a cen- 
tralization of the prerogative in one 
individual was necessary to prevent 
clashing of minor officials he accom- 
plished his purpose. 
The arms were 


delivered to a central point, the con- 
vention was duly held and resulted in 
the selection of Isidore Mindel. He is a 
native Filipino, born In Tetuan, near 
Zamboanga, and possesses the respect 
of his people to a strong degree. De- 
capitation is about the only punish- 
ment he recognizes, and the culprit 
who Is brought before him usually 
loses his head unless able to establish 
his innocence of the charges preferred. 
The authorities are now preparing to 
curtail his powers by establishing mili- 
tary Jurisdiction and abolishing capital 
punishment for minor violations of his 
self made laws. 


"Next in authority to Mindel Is Dato 


Mandi, who rules the Moros in the 
same absolute manner. 
This tribe la 


an exact counterpart of the Apache 
Indian. His war weapon is the bolo, 
and he Is never seen unless the weapon 
Is with him. It Is shaped similar to a 
razor, with an edge as keen, and he 
handles it with a dexterity that is won- 
derful. 
He seldom works, prefers to 


fight, and his chief occupation is head 
hunting. His ancestors were pirates. 


"The American troops found the city 


In ruins. Desolation and destruction 
were rampant, and the majority of the 
population had fled to the mountains 
to await the outcome of what they be- 
lieved was to ba their annihilation, as 
was told them by the fleeing Spaniards. 
The soldiers took hold In earnest and 
cleaned the city, surting such an era 
of prosperity as to quickly win the con- 
fidence of hundreds of natives, who 
returned to the city to lend a hand in 
the rebuilding. 
The construction of 


new homes was inaugurated almost 
simultaneously, and the transforma- 
tion was truly marvelous to behold. 
Even the shiftless Moro, the eastern 
counterpart of% the Apache Indian of 
the western plains of the United States, 
gave grunts of approval and marveled 
at the sudden change. The Moro Is al- 
ways the enemy, however, of all who 
deny Mohammed, and the possibility 
of his civilization is not flattering. He 
delights in fantastic robes, gorgeous 
Jewelry, rich personal, adornment, and, 
while he does not imbibe fire water or 
gamble, he steals and shuns work of 
any nature. He accepts it only as a 
last resort and then in homeopathic 
doses. His life is spent upon the wa- 
ter, and he handles his boat in a man- 
ner that would shame the experts of 
America. 


"The other race of natives on the Is- 


land is known as the Filipino of Minda- 
nao, and he is the reverse of the lazy 
Moro. He is devoted to home accom- 
plishments, and the height of his am- 
bition is to see that his wife or daugh- 
ters do not go astray. He neither gam- 
bles, drinks nor steals, is very religious, 
musically inclined and skilled in many 
of the arts of his people. From this 
tribe come the mechanics that are 
building up the ruin, havoc and de- 
struction left by the Spanish. These 
people are rapidly becoming American- 
ized and have participated in several 
strikes for higher wages. They are not 
friendly to Aguinaldo and the Taga- 
los. They have no desire to engage in 
warfare and have never commenced a 
war except when -driven to it by their 
foes, the Moros. 
Their language is 


pure Spanish, and they are quick to 
Imitate and recognize the advantages' 
of education. Their women are virtu- 
ous and modest, very plain nud unpre- 
tentious, and beauty is seldom recog- 
nized in any of them. 


"The merchants of the island are 


nearly all Chinese, who possess the 
Yankee instinct to a strong degree. Tlje 
city has 50 stores, and 48 of them are 
owned by the Chinese. They are a 
Bhrewd class and have an absolute 
monopoly of trade, secured from a Chi- 
nese captain, who is supreme monarch 
of the mercantile field. He determines 
who may hire coolies, what they arc to 
recelvo, who can open stores and In

tain reaps the greatest profits from the 
business world. Several opium joints 
are running in full blast, some are li- 
censed, and others nre not, but all do a 
heavy business, and the vice Is fast un- 
dermining the health of its thousands 
Of devotees throughout the island. 
Spanish laws and royal decrees con- 
tinue to be in effect In the collection of 
customs duties, and the restricted emi- 
gration laws of the United States in 
relation to the Chinese are being en- 
forced, much to the disgust of the ori- 
ental John, who chafes under it and 
complains to the powers at Peking, 
who are helpless in the matter and un- 
able to aid him In the least. 


"The American authorities will have 


to face a serious problem In the quiet- 
ing of titles to property. From time 
immemorial it has been the custom to 
recognize the rights of squatters, and 
possession has been more than nine 
points of the law in nearly every case. 
Many buildings are claimed and occu- 
pied by the Chinese that were Spanish 
property before the war, and the 
chains of title necessary to follow will 
be a task that will puzzle the most ex- 
pert abstractors of the country. Agri- 
culture is one of the lost arts and what 
vegetables are used are found growing 
wild. The climate Is excellent, the wa- 
ter is remarkably good and earth- 
quakes are unknown. The rainfall Is 
considerably less than in Luzon. De- 
cember, January and February are the 
hot months. Three or four crops can 
be raised each year and vegetation is 
continuous. 


"Zamboanga occupies a magnificent 


srtte for a large eastern city. From tho 
foothills to the coast It is seven miles 
and the fort marks the eastern limits. 
It was erected 300 years ago and has 
walls 50 feet In thickness, making it a 
safe retreat against all foes who should 
attack it. The north part of the island 
Is as yet unexplored and Is the part to 
which the fabulous tales of rich gold- 
fields refer. That gold exists in this 
part of the island in generous amounts 
is now accepted by all acquainted with 
the situation. 
Prospectors are here 


awaiting military protection 
before 


venturing among the savage tribes, 
who become warlike when an Invasion 
of that part of the country Is contem- 
plated. This island is beyond question 
the richest of the entire group. The 
natives are peacefully inclined and no 
trouble is anticipated at this time. 
They build their huts from bamboo 
and use thousands of feet of mahog- 
any, rosewood and ebony in their con- 
struction without a thought of Its 
princely value when exported."

They 
are very beautiful and are so tough that 
it is difficult to break them. Profession- 
al curio makers drill a hole in each end, j 
take the inside out and then the shell is 
carved and mounted in silver.

Lamentation over the inferiority of 


the present to tho past has been going 
on probably ever since there was a past 
sufficiently remote to bo haloed by dis- 
tance, and critics of a certain class 
have always failed to realize that what 
they really regret ib youth, not the con- 
ditions under which youth was passed. 
The deterioration,of the stage has been 
for ages the constant topic of comment, 
which, considering the steady improve- 
ment in plays as plays, is as ludicrous- 
ly unvarying as it is willfully inaccu- 
rate. The Pall Mall Gazette has dug 
out of one of its first numbers a criti- 
cism, written in 1SG5 by George Henry 
Lewes, and it calls attention to the cu- 
rious likeness which his words present 
to what one not infrequently hears to- 
day.

ma," wrote Mr. Lewes in the time

ters so flourishing. A variety of concur- 
rent coupes, -which need not here be 
enumerated, has reduced the stage to 
its present pitiable condition. We have 
many theaters nightly crowded by an 
eager but uncritical public and no ono 
theater in which a critical public can 
hope to enjoy a tolerable performance. 
Yet there is a smaller public choice in 
its tastes and large enough to support a 
theater, which would eagerly welcome 
a fine actor or a well written drama." 
Surely it is to laugh.—New York Times.

Now, John Jones may not have the 


means to take his family to Europe, 
but he has influence in politics. When 
the poliitical wheel turns and his party 
is up, he looks around to see what the 
reward for his services shall be. Left to 
himself, he would probably be content 
with the postoffioe. But his wife and 
daughters have had to listen to what 
the Brown women on the Smith women 
say of life abroad, and, womenlike, 
they have listened with envy and with 
a fixed purpose some day to enjoy those 
experiences for themselves. So, instead 
of letting John Jones ask .for the post- 
offloe, they insist that-he must be a con- 
sul somewhere. Their ideas may be a 
little indefinite about the nature and 
-duties of a consul's office, hut they 
know it means going abroad,, and that 
is enough for them. 


So John Jones makes out his applica- 


tion to be consul general to Paris and 
writes his congressman that, while 
Paris is his first choice, he will take 
something equally good, but it must be 
abroad. And thus," says Kepresentative 
Hitt, "are the lives of congressmen 
made a burden for the first six months 
after a new administration comes into 
power.

Old Sumptuary Laws. 


Mr. Burdett-Goufcts, M. P., in an ad- 


dress delivered before the English Uni- 
versal Cookery and Food association, 
called attention to the sumptuary laws 
of the fifteenth century. Then it was 
enacted that, food being necessary to 
the sustenance of man, the seller had no 
right to ask his own price, but it waa 
the duty of the state to fix it. In the 
same century equal supervision was ex- 
eroised over cooks. They were ordered 
to make their meat "well seasoned and 
wholesome and sell it for a reasonable 
winning, and that they reboil or rebako 
no meat in hurt of -the king's people." 
The mayor of a town in those days, up- 
on entering office, was obliged to swear 
that he would exercise vigilant super- 
vision over bakers, 
brewers, tavern 


keepers, cooks and such people. This 
was no perfunctory oversight, but the 
official exercised hie authority with 
great severity in cases where cooks and 
dealers in food and drink failed of their 
duty.

Ireland's Cause Espoused. Tributes to 


Her Patron Saint and Martyrs. 


Dlv.3 A. O. H. held Its first annual 


banquet in. its hall in Collins1 block 
Thursday evening. It was in. honor of 
StPatnck and took the place of the 
informal social which was held an- 
nually, heretofore at this time. 


The event Thursday evening was one 


of the most successful occasions of the 
kind ever held m town. Caterer Ham- 
mond served the banquet and when 
Doll's orchestra played a march, and 
President Thomas P. Welch, followed 
by the speakers of the evenins an<i the 
guests, entered the banquet hall, from 
the reception rooms below, it was a 
pretty sight. About 150 men took their 
places at the tables and Rev. Fr. Mc- 
taugrhiln invoked God's blessing-. Then 
all sat down and did justice to the ex- 
cellent dinner served. The bill of fare

He recalled the mission of 
St. Patrick in Ireland he noted the

true patriotism of Irishmen in America, 
he encouraged Catholics to be true to 
their faith and beseeched all sons or 
descendents of Erin to be always true 
and steadfast to the stars and stripes, 
to the land of the freis and the home of 
the brave. 


H. B. Burdick was the next speaker 


and responded to the toast "Sister 
Lodges." 
He spoke interestingly and 


said the principles of the A. O. H. so- 
ciety were similar to those of the or- 
ganizations he belonged to and. he ex- 
tended the greetings of the sister 
lodges. He told several good stories 
which were heard with good 
effect. 


Lawyer T. F. Cassldy was next In-

cause of American, Cuban a.nd Porto 
Rican liberty. He dwelt at length on 
Irish patriotism in America and re- 
ferred to the Irish members of com- 
pany M who sacrificed their lives in 
the Cuban cause. He said concerning 
American liberty that "no more credit 
Js due any people than those we honor 
tonight."

Some of Them. 


Bryant Lindley met a Boer and asked

At 
length the Boer shouted, "What's your 
name anyway?" and when he heard it 
bis manner altered at once, and he ex- 
claimed, "What, and are you the son of 
the great American missionary Daniel 
Lindley?"

LAWYER SMITH'S PLEA FOR TIME 


He Will Bring up the Subject at the 


Town Meeting March 26. 
Mayor 


Wilkinson Fixes a $3000 


Limit 


( The postponement of action on the 


Dlacktinton annex^KCon question, till 
after the town meeting of Williams- 
town, which was reported from Boston 
in yesterday's Transcript, was some- 
thing- of a surprise to those who adr 
vocated the annexation, and. who had 
expected that the committee would 
decide the matter yesterday. As the 
matter now stands, Lawyer 
C. M. 


Smith has promised the committee on 
towns to bring- the matter up at the 
town meeting, and after the full senti- 
ment of Williamstown has been ex- 
pressed, another hearing- will probably 
be given in Boston, with an*; changes 
in the proposed bill that may be made, 
and the question will then be settled. 


It was the general 
impression of 


those uho attended the hearing that 
the committee favored the annexation, 
and that unless Williamstown took 
some reasonable position at the com- 
ing meeting, the committee would re- 
port the bill favorably- 
It was the 


plea of Lawyer Smith that the matter 
ba allowed to go before the voters of 
the town first that decided the com- 
mittee to put action off till after March 
26, when the town meeting- will be held. 


The aig-uments'in favor of annexa- 


tion were practically the same as those 
presented at the hearing: in this city. 
Lawyer Smith was the only one who 
appeared for the town, in opposition. 
He intimated that in view of the ap- 
proaching- town election the leadms 
men of the town had not felt in a 30- 
sition to take an active stand in the 
matter, and that he thought it ought 
to be referred to the voters as a whole 
to express the real sentiment of the 
tow n. 


He also broug-ht up the question of 


c illege taxation, saying1 that the loss" of 
Blackinton would be an especial bur- 
den on the town in raising tajces, in 
view of the fact that the college took 
out such a large proportion of property 
which cutuld not be taxed. He also re- 
peated the arguments made at thft 
hearing- in this city. 


Mayor Wilkinson for North Adams 


when the plea that the bill be brought 
before Williamstown was made, stated 
the* position of the city in the matter. 
Te city has not asked for the annex- 
ation, and favors it because of the ap- 
parent justice of the claim that the 
village belongs to this city from every 
tie. But the city was not in a position 
to and had no desire to pay a bonus, 
and if the matter was brought before 
the town it should be understood that 
North Adams would not accept terms 
that were not reasonable. 


He then went into figures to show- 


about what the city would feel in a po- 
sition to do Taking the last report of 
the town, he thought that if the city 
resumed one-fifteenth of 
the 
debt, 


mal-'ng not quite $3000, it was entitled 
to tb" Williamstown share of the union 
school without further payment. This 
was based on the estimate that the 
valuation of Blackinton is about one- 
fifteenth of the entire valuation of the 
town.

position. Williamstown received last 
year $3100 in taxes from Blackinton and 
spent only ?2000 in the village, and $1900 
of that was on the union school.

the effect that the town, of Williams- 
town would lose a large amount of* 
taixable property which it could not 
nffm-rt to lose, and that the loss of the 
torritory and property was against the 
interests of the town.
